I look with the 
most hopeful anticipation .upon boys 
and girls now engaged in 4-H club 
work. The things they are being 
taught largely through experience 
will qualify them to think and act 
along sound lines in later life All 
too few of them reach the heights 
of academic training that have been 
attained by the members of this 
graduating class; but even so, ex- 
perience is the best teacher and 
education, plus experience must be 
the qualifications for sound leader- 
ship in agriculture " 


Discusses MarkPtinr Act. 
Discussing the agricultural mar- 
keting act. which as a member of 
the federal farm board he is help- 
ing to admlnster, Mr. McKelvie said 
the best this legislation can do is to 
bring- about equality of opportunity 
for the farmer and as soon as pos- 
sible leave with the farmer the re- 
sponsibility for doing things that 
the government is now undertaking 
to assist him do."

Gangland Income Large. 


The Daily News, reporting an in- 
vestigation made by its staff, "con- 
servatively estimated" that $5,785.000 
was paid weekly into gangland's 
coffers throueh operation of speak- 
easies, gambling houses and hand- 
books, disorderly houses and rack- 
eteering. 
"There are 6 000 speakeasies oper- 
ating normally in Chicago,1' the 
News said, "where draft beer, whisky 
and gin may be had. These speak- 
easies average six barrels of beer 
and two cases of whisky a week, 
men in the racket say. T>e beer 
costs $55 a barrel — whisky $90 a 
case." 


The 
News added, there are "some 15,000 
places in the city which are outlets 
for alcohol, drug stores which ped- 
dle gin. clear stores which peddle 
gin, and beer flats with gin or 
yockey - dock (a raramel - colored 
whisky imitation)."

SIR HENRY SEGRAVE. 


The fate of Sir Henry Segrave was that which is 


the common lot of every explorer. 


He died of the injuries received when a motor boat 


with which he hoped to establish new world speed 
records, turned over while traveling at a speed esti- 
mated at 100 miles an hour. He was a gallant Eng- 
lishman, brilliant, without fear, and beyond question 
one of the most skillful automobile and motbr boat 
drivers in the world. He had driven both faster than 
any other human being, and it was his own mark 
which he was shooting at when death overtook him 
in the fatal tests. 


This is a little world when the vast changes in 


communication and transportation are taken 
Into 


consideration but it remains .a. big one, and a busy 
one for the individual. Only a little over a year ago, 
the American people were electrified by the 
an- 


nouncement that Segrave piloted his little racing 
car over the smooth, white sands of Daytona Beach, 
at1 a speed of 231 miles an hour. Overnight Segrave 
became the idol of the British people, although he 
had already filled a hero's role in recognition of his 
daring exploits in the aviation service during the war. 
Great crowds greeted him upon his return to Eng- 
land; the king elevated him to the rank of knight- 
Then, in response to the plea of his wife to abandon 
automobile racing because of Its great dangers, he 
disappeared from public view, only to again claim the 
headlines when he took up motor boat racing. 


Segrave was every inch an explorer in the new 


fields of science and mechanics. 
Before the auto- 


mobile and the airplane, it was the frozen wastes of 
the North and the South Poles, the endless expanse 
and heat of desert sands, and the tangled, suffocating 
jungles of equatorial lands which claimed adventure- 
some souls. They endured great physical discomforts 
—hunger, cold, heat—braved the threat of unfriend- 
ly peoples and savage animals—and gambled with 
death in the menace of fevers and other bodily ail- 
ments. It was a great restlessness which drove them 
on, a passionate longing to invade fields where others 
had not been, an unquenchable curiosity to be the 
first to unlock the secrets of the unknown. 


Here was Segrave, with the laurels of driving his 


900-horsepower Golden Arrow racing car 23.81 miles 
an hour faster than any man .had ever driven. He 
had succeeded in beating the record of Ray Keech 
made a little more than a year before in a specially 
constructed racer constructed by J. M. White of 
Philadelphia by such an impressive record that It 
appeared his achievement would defy all challenges 
for some years to come. Segrave was a very likable 
young chap, admired and respected and honored. He 
had a charming wife and a happy home—all to live 
for that most of us count worthwhile. Why_ then 
, should he have staked his precious life upon another 
speed record? 


That is the question which more than, one •white- 


faced woman has had to answer as she bid her hus- 
band goodbye before he journeyed forth to the new 
conquest. That is the torturing thought which has 
sharpened the grief and sorrow of every wife and 
mother when the broken body of her husband or son 
has been brought home to her. Why do men do it? 
It is the law of progress. There always will be men 
willing and ready to risk life upon the gamble of ad- 
venture. It is that which sends them forth with a 
smile upon their lips to the unknown fate of the ex- 
plorer. 


Nebraska's summer school enrollment has been

TEACHERS COLLEGES AGAIN. 


The reaction of Dr. Boyd H. Bode, director of the 


department of principals and vocational education 
at Ohio State university ,to criticism of teachers' col- 
leges as expressed here last week by Dr. Paul Shorey, 
University of Chicago lecturer, given in an interview 
Friday, furnishes the groundwork for the typical re- 
acion of teachers' college officials throughout the 
country. 


Dr. Bode was more liberal than most such workers 


when he admitted that there was a limit to method- 
ology and that such work might have been carried 
too far. Usually the reaction is to rise to a defense 
of the teachers' college system, to scorn criticism, 
and to declare the Importance and permanence of 
the p.lace of teachers' college work in the modern edu- 
cational field. 


It Ms perhaps true as Dr. Bode stated that the 


teachers' college arose as the necessary complement 
to mass production in education. Mass production 
of teachers was necessary to handle the horde of stu- 
'dents. Persons of inferior mental capacity had to 
be drafted into the teaching ranks. Incapable of self 
development, they had to be guided and directed. 
Teachers' college methodology helped to make them 
passable teachers. 


It is also true that the teachers' college has a def- 


inite, permanent, and usefal position, the general im- 
pression which Dr. Bode apparently desired to leave. 
The thing that Dr. Bode apparently failed to recog- 
nize and which teachers' college, workers so thor- 
oughly do fail to recognize is that the function of the 
teachers' college, while useful is limited.- It is not 
and cannot be the whole story in a successful educa- 
tional system. 


The whole tendency of the teachers'1 colleges of the 


country has been to expand their requirements, to 
increase the number of courses necessary for teach- 
ers' certification. Every increase means a corre- 
sponding decrease in subject matter. Unless some 
courageous educators take the lead, the teachers' col- 
lege movement threatens to engulf 
the ~ American 


educational system. It threatens to turn education 
into a current of method, without- the rich flowing 
stream of content, which is the intellectual heritage 
of the culture of the 'ages. 


It is not methodology'itself which Dr. Shorey was 


attacking nor which the few thoughtful critics of 
the teachers' college movement assail. It is the mak- 
ing of methodology the be-all and end-all of educa- 
tion, the carrying it to an extreme, which is tne real 
focus of the attack on the teachers' college move- 
ment. There is a real need for a rational analysis of 
the relative requirements of content and of method- 
ology in the preparation of teachers in state support- 
ed schools. The teachers' college has been given too 
free sway. 
Its ring of methodologically 
trained 


teachers and directors and principals, and superin- 
endents and deans, needs to be modified by contact 
with those leaders in work which furnish the ground- 
work for the knowledge of man. Each has a part in 
the educational program. It is important that neithr 
er runs away from the other. 


AN INTERESTING EXPERIMENT. 


One of the most interesting educational efforts of 


the present time is the attempt to develop a new 
system of examinations. An attempt is being made 
in a number of eastern schools to work out a system 
of examinations which will test ability of students to 
use their knowledge rather than to test their mere 
acquirement of knowledgfe. 


The work is a natural outgrowth of some of the 


teachers' college methodology work. Like the begin- 
nings of that movement it holds promise of offering 
a substantial contribution to American educational 
practice. The memory test has never been an ade- 
quate guide to development of the intelligence. Yet 
it has been the memory test which has been the pre- 
dominant factor in American educational circles. 
The emphasis upon the memory phase as opposed to 
the constructive thought phase, has, peculiarly 
enough, been accentuated in recent years by the in- 
crease in "false-true" examinations and other tests 
designed to spare pupils the difficulty of writing ex- 
tended papers in which their real grasp of a subject- 
may be disclosed and to spare teachers the time re- 
quired tc read such papers intelligently. 


Although that type of examination has had serious 


faults, it Is out of that movement that the new ob= 
iective examination, activity-use type of examina- 
;ion, may be developed. Persons aware of the failure 
of the schools at times to -develop in students the 
capacity to think and to express thought in construc- 
;ive activity, will welcome a trend in the direction 
of such examinations which would place a premium 
upon a wholesome tendency. 


There is a serious danger, the same danger that ; 


has permitted the teachers' college methodology 
courses to threaten to swamp out constructive subject 
matter courses. Method, activity, application are but 
one side of the educational process. Content is the 
other. In the past, the educational field has given 
undue emphasis to the content side of education. 
Project worlc and new teachers', college real-life at- 
tempts in the school-room have to some extent re- 
moved this over-emphasis. Attention needs to be 
given the schools', that in the attempt to develop 
what seems a more practical type of examination, the 
development' of students with a rich "background ol 
subject matter may not be lost True development 
can come only by a rounded growth of knowledge of 
unified information 
utilize it 


and knowledge of how to

The people who lend a ready ear to 
pleas for race prejudice and religious 
separatism are far more inimical to 
the unity and integrity of this re- 
public than all the reds in the en- 
tire world. 
The bearer of the fiery cross, the 
night rider, ihe hierarchies of ignor- 
ance and 
hoodlumism who have 
made life hideous in many of our 
rural communities, exhibit a viru- 
lent bigotry and provincial narrow- 
ness unparalleled in the history of 
this country. Those who sow hatred 
reap what they sow and are their 
own worst victims. They poison their 
own lives and lives of their chil- 
dren. Witch burners are 
extinct, 
but they bequeathed then- ignoble 
passions to venomous coteries which 
assume that they are the elect of 
God, and as such privileged to ex- 
ercise private vengeance.

POUNDS PLANS WALKING 


TRIP TO REDUCE. 


QUESTION 


"Dear Doctor: I want to ask you 


a few question: I am 5 ft. 2 in. 
tall and weigh about 300 pounds. 
Am in good health. I have 
tried 


most of the different methods of 
reducing, but none of them helped 
me (at times I gained faster after I 
went back to the regular diet). 
I 


find that fasting doesn't work with 
me, either. I have raised three chil- 
dren, and my work- consists of the 
care of five adults, washing, ironing, 
cooking, and the care of a seven- 
room house, and all this does not 
permit me to get outside exercise. 
After my work is finished I simply 
cannot walk, and if I walk first, my 
work must go. 
— 


"So I b>tve planned to -walk (not 


hitch-hike) to Los Angeles (I live 
in Iowa) this summer. I want to 
walk 20 miles a day, and at 
that 


rate, I figure, it will take me four 
months or longer. While' on this 
trip, I plan to diet, also. Now, how 
many calories would I need a day, 
and how fast do yon think 
that 


would reduce me? It could surely be 
more than 2 pounds a week, Tvith- 
ont harm? I feel this trip would 
completely make me over, 
and I 


would like to know what vou think 
of it. 
MRS. P." 


ANSWER. 


You are planning a stupendous 


undertaking, Mrs. P.. and whether 
you could do it. with your weight, is 
doubtful 
You certainly 
couldn't 
start out by walking 20 miles a day, 
and whether you could ever reach 
that number daily is also doubtful. 
And. 
I imagine, there are long 
stretches where you would have to 
walk more than 20 miles to reach 
shelter for the night, so I don't see 
how you could do it. I think you're 
too ambitious altogether, and it Isn't 
necessary to go to such extremes to 
reduce. 
You might plan a short trip first, 
and see how it works. You'd have to! 
pay particular attention to your 
feet, of course .see that you have 
correct shoes and stockings. Usually 
one who is as much overweight as 
TOU are. has some degree of flat- 
bot and cannot walk much. 


Walking, however, is one of the 


bast exercjses. Sherman says a per- 
son weighing 150 pounds, walking 
actively, at the rate of three and; 
three-quarters miles per hour. u«es i 
up 300 C. You are twice that weight. 
so vou vould use up 600 C™ if you 
would walk at that rate. In order to 
walk 20 miles during the day, you 
would have to walk steadily for sir 
hours, and that would use up 3.600 


The maintenance diet is 15 to 20 


calories, per pound for normal body 
weight. Your normal weight should 
be around 122 pounds. As you are 
short, you wouie have to late tbe-j 
lowest number.
